| T Heſe Rogues have a Society among chemſelves,over whick | 


they have a Principal, or Preſident, which placeth and or- 

dereth every one in his ſeveral function, every one according to 

his ability either of wit or of ſtrength. When they enterpriſe 
any robbery, they conſider the difficulty thereof, or facility, and 

ſo do accordingly. go more or leſs in company : The firſt thing 

they do, is an Oath they take to be faithful one to the other, to 

aſſiſt each other being in priſon, ind if any one be taken, not to 

reveal the reſt. The next thing they take into conſideration, is 
the ſtrength of the houſe, what bolts, what locks, what doores, 
what weak windows; if they can force none of theſe, and they 
know there's a rich prize in the houſe, then they indeayour to 
ſeduce ſome ſervant of that houſe inte their party; if that fail, 
they often convey an Hebgoblin ( as they call him ) in ſome 
Cask or Trunk, * (when there's a ſit occaſion) lets them all 
in to perpetrate their work: they uſually carry about little boys 
wich them, which being able to creep into a ſmall hole, do often 
facilitate their way. When they rob a houſe, they uſually are 
diſguiſed,and for fear of a ſurpriſe, they gagg the mouths of all 
the houſhold, tying them in ſuch manner, as they may neither 
ſtir nor cry out. Now fince Ican give you no certain note by 
which you may know theſe Rogues, for they know not one the 
other any otherwiſe then by acquaintaince, (though ſome ſup- 
poſe the contrary) I ſay, all the advice I ſhall give you is, truſt 
not too much (/owre or mint) wealth in your own houſe, but 
if you do, ler not your ſervants know of it, for there are few
